So it was that Osborne Wilson, 
like many other young (and not so 
young) men from the two moun¬ 
tain counties, did what he felt 
to be his patriotic duty and en 
listed in the Confederate Army. 

When he enlisted, he was 
“young, strong, hopeful, and rea¬ 
dy for the fray." Three years 
later, he had seen enough that 
he would feel compelled to write 
in his diary, “1 hope and pray 
that this cruel w ar may be over. 1 * 
These words were penned while 
he was recovering from battle 
wounds, and he had not seen his 
native Highland County in about 
two years. 


Sergeant wu son k ept a dlary of 
his war years, from which Pro- 
lessor Morton drew extracts for 
use in his “History,** More than 
100 years later, the diary re¬ 
flects the shifting mood of a sol¬ 
dier caught In a war that, in 
retrospect, was needless and 
wasteful. 

He enlisted on May U, 1861. 
“After early breakfast/* he 
wrote, “get on mare, go toS.C. 
Slavery's, and wait for volunteers 
to come. They came bearing the 
Secession flag. We ride slowly 
to get to town at 10 a.m. Much 
Sog-rolling for officers. Mr. My¬ 
ers makes a very appropriate 
speech after his election. W # 
Hull reads the papers on which 
are the names of the ladies who 
agree to make the uniforms. 


Cheers were given then. Dinner 
gratis to volunteers.** 

The entry for May 17 struck 
a pensive note. “Got to Mon¬ 
terey In the forenoon, ready to 
be mustered In. We left ourfath 
ers, mot hers, sisters, brothers, 
sweethearts, and kind friends 
with sadness and grief we had 
not experienced before. Still we 
were young, strong, hopefule, and 
ready for the fray. We did not 
stop to r (4int the coat.’* 

The next day, Sergeant WU 
son and comrades marched west 
ward, to the “Immensecheering, 
waving of hats and handker¬ 
chiefs.** A note of foreboding, 
when “Ja^es Whttelaw brought 
word of an insurrection of ne¬ 
groes about Williamsvilie,** this

WARM SPRINGS — Bath Coun¬ 
ty's supervisors met Tuesday- 
night to discuss the proposed 
zoning ordinance for the county 
but were able to accomplish lit¬ 
tle.
